‘Trays, 
mirror and miniature frames, statuettes on 
ebony bases, inkstands, paper weights and 
blotters, letter scales and pin and ash trays 
were largely with cupid ornamentation. 
Wilh. Binder, of Gmeund, showed choice 
patterns in small silver wares, notably a tea, 
creamer and sugar on a clover-leaf tray, 
each leaf in a cockle shell design of engraved 
silver with edges in ‘‘ double cloud ” effect. 
A rich tea set of five pieces for body decora- 
tion had simply rococco bordered panels 
covering the entire sides. The effect was 
exceedingly artistic. A liqueur set had cups 
of ‘‘ oaken bucket ” design, with gold hoops. 
A leader in the exhibit of B. Neresheimer, 
was a huge crescent laden with artificial 
flowers and supported by a rustic stand 
decorated with silver roses. Next camea 
graceful vase and silver mounted glass 
liqueur set. An unusual piece was an ebony 
tray, 12x16 inches, with silver trimmings. 
E. G. Zimmermann, of Hanau, through 
the skill of Professor A. Offterdinger, dis- 
played a choice line of silver novelties. 
Their richness is difficult to portray. The 
most important piece was a fruit and flower 
stand on a 24x18 inch base of green marble. 
In the center rose a tower of ornamented 
silver with pierced sides and work in high 
relief. Toward either end of the base ex- 
tended a shell shaped fruit bowl with two 
shouting fauns perched at the outer 
ends. At each side of the base ex- 
tended smaller shells. Half way up the 
tower at opposite sides sat Pomona 
and Flora, nude to the waist, with drapery 
filled with fruit and flowers. Just above 
their heads the tower supported a graceful 
stem of cut glass which broadened into an 
outcurving flower vase. A jardiniere with 
Cupids sitting on curved handles was also a 
choice bit of work. Busts and statuettes on 
pedestals of brown, green and red marble 
were particularly fine in feature and model- 
ing of limbs.

BIG DIAMONDS FROM JAGERSFONTEIN 
AT THE MONASTERY MINE —— OBSERVA- 
TIONS ON THE PROSPECTS OF THE DIAMOND 


BUSINESS. 


KIMBERLEY, Oct. 2, 1893.—Jagersfontein is 
making quite a name for big diamonds this 
season. Last Friday there was unearthed a 
really beautiful 234 karats fine white stone, 
also two fine gems of 84 and 30 karats, 
respectively. 

Good progress is being made at the Mon- 
astery mine, one of the places near Winburg 
which were worked for diamonds during 
prehistoric times. At the wash-up, this 
week, 544 loads yielded 110 karats, or over 
»0 karats per 100 loads, which is considered 
fairly good. Old tools and portions of hu- 
man remains continue to be found. 

The De _ Beers Consolidated Mines, 
Limited, has a great influence upon all 
South African affairs. This great company 
first made Mr. Rhodes, and he continues to 
use it for all his daring adventures. It 
would be interesting to know how the com- 
pany stand now. We know that their lia- 
bilities are enormous, and we are told at 
regular intervals that the company were 
never so prosperous as now. Still, despite 
many dexterous devices, diamonds have 
been actually falling in price for some time 
past, and a further fall is expected here. 

It must always be remembered that dia- 
monds are articles of luxury. It must be 
remembered, too, that the South African 
mines have produced many tons since 1870, 
and are still producing in large quantities. 
All over the world there is great depression. 
The United States, the great customer of 
the De Beers Company, is in a sort of finan- 
cial collapse ; Australia, another large con- 
sumer of diamonds, is in sackcloth and 
ashes, and ought for the moment to be in an 
international workhouse ; South America is 
in difficulties, while Spain seems to contem- 
plate insolvency ; Germany has nothing to 
spend on baubles ; Russia is in dire straits ; 
Turkey is in a worse condition than ever be- 
fore, and has lost her taste for big yellow 
diamonds; India is hoarding money to buy 
more rice, and in England the depression 
probably hangs heaviest. Those who were 
rich five years ago and who are poor now, 
are many, and these have doubtless been 
selling their diamonds and other articles of 
luxury to those who were poor five years 
ago and rich to-day. If no more diamonds 
were forthcoming from mother earth, there 
are still enough to allow of a very brisk 
trade being carried on for many years.

Death of Danie! Becker. 

Syracuse, N.Y., Nov. 13.—Daniel Becker, 
for over 50 years closely identified with the 
retail business life of the city, died at his 
residence Saturday night.

The net decrease in value of importations was 
about 1.7 per cent., while exports of domestic 
produce and merchandise decreased about 10 
per cent. Among the larger decreases in 
values of dutiable merchandise was jewelry, 
about 13 per cent., the figures being $11,- 
120,972 for the nine months of 1892, against 
$9,680,935 for the similar period of 1893. A 
consideration of the decreases shows that 
importations of necessities and luxuries 
have alike felt the influence of hard times 
this year, decreases in value of receipts of 
raw silk and jewelry being apparently the 
only ones which under the ordinary defi- 
nition of the term, luxuries, may be so 
classified. The bottom seems to have fallen 
out of the. importation during September, 
1893, of precious stones and imitations of, 
not set, the value amounting to only $149,- 
437 as compared to $1,173,634 during the 
same month of 1892.

He was vice- 
president of the Elgin National Watch Co., 
besides being president of the Prairie Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, the Chicago Screw 
Co., and Gas and Electric Co., of the Oak 
Park suburb of Chicago. 

The deceased was a most generous giver 
to several churches and educational institu- 
tions both in the east and on this coast. 
Mr. Scovill was 68 years of age at the time of 
his demise.

Royal Jewels for the Columbian Mu- 
seum. 

Cuicaco, Ill., Nov. 11.—Through the 
efforts of Henry A. Spaulding, of Spaulding

ancient silverware have been given to the 
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Columbian Museum. During the Fair they 
formed part of the exhibit of John Wells, 
silver and goldsmith, of 508 Oxford St., 
London, England. Mr. Wells now gives 
them to the museum ‘‘in appreciation of 
many kindnesses received at the hands of 
citizens of Chicago.” 

Mr. Wells describes the pieces of ancient 
silverware as ‘‘ The original royal crown 
that belonged to His Royal Highness, the 
late Duke of Sussex, uncle to our most 
gracious majesty, Queen Victoria. Worn 
by the Duke on the last occasion at the 
Queen’s coronation. A pair of old carved 
figures mounted with silver and on silver 
bases, date 1673, from Lord Charlemont’s 
collection. A silver ‘hef,’ with movable 
top, forming a wine cup. These ships were 
much used in England during the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries. From Prince Demi- 
doff’s collection.” 

Spaulding & Co. accompany Mr. Wells’ 
gift with a subscription of $5,000 worth of 
Exposition stock. 


A Paris Diamond Broker’s Son Com- 
mits Suicide in Chicago. 

Cuicaco, Ill., Nov. 9.—J. G. Grunberg, 
who once gave his address as Avenue de 
l’Opera, Paris, and who is supposed to be 
the son of a wealthy French diamond 
broker, committed suicide by taking mor- 
phine at the Southern Hotel Sunday night. 

Monday morning when the chambermaid 
attempted to enter his room she found the 
door locked on the inside, and toward even- 
ing again finding it locked she called the 
house officer and the room was soon entered 
and Grunberg found dead in bed. Scat- 
tered around the room were several letters 
and three notes addressed to the police re- 
lating to the disposition of his body. 

He gave no intimation of the cause of his 
act. One of the letters was addressed to the 
Chief of Police, which, as near as could be 
deciphered and intelligently connected, read 
as follows: 

DEAR Str:—Please telegraph at once to my relatives. 
One I inclose you in the letter. The other is for Mr. 
L. Tannenbaum, No. 5 Nassau St. They will tell you 
what to do with me, as they deal with my people in 
Paris, France, every year. I cannot write more. I 
feel I am dying, as I took morphine. Yours truly, 

JOHNNY GRUNBERG. 

The reference to an enclosure was to an 
address thought to be that of a brother. 
It was: ‘‘ Adolph Grunberg, diamond mer- 
chant, No.8 Maiden Lane, New York.” 


Adolph J. Grinberg, 32 Maiden Lane, 
stated to a CrrcuLar reporter that Grunberg 
was no relative of his, but he had had many 
dealings with the young man’s brothers who 
are importers and commission brokers in 
precious stones in Paris and Calcutta. Mr. 
Grinberg said that he had afranged for the 
suicide’s burial at Chicago, having received 
a cable jfrom Europe instructing him to do 
so. Lippman Tannenbaum who also knew 
Grunberg stated that the young man’s sui- 
cide was not a surprise to him as Grunberg 
was not accountable for his actions,

Erhard & Sons, of Gmeund, exhibited 
gilt wares with enameled panels, dull gold 
with polished high lights, pierced wares and 
chased gold and silver. A huge fernery 
rested on four gilt lion's paws and had an 
overlaid decoration of heavy gilt scroll and 
gilt rim. In the center of the fernery a 
green enamel base broadened into a cushion 
of gilt pierced work eight inches in diam- 
eter and two inches deep, with four panels 
of bright colored enamels. Above this was 
a mold of enamel and mound of gilt ferns 
and rockwork, on which stood an eight inch 
gilt cupid upholding the flower vase; the 
cup of the vase was ‘‘cuspidor” pattern of 
pierced work and enamels and was draped 
with festoons of flowers. The bowl of the 
vase was wide and nearly flat. Jewel 
caskets in richly chased dull and polished 
gold had panels on the sides and covers of 
green enamel inlaid with silver and gold 
flowers. Mirror frames, candlesticks, writ- 
ing sets, letter scales and ink blotters were 
shown in the same enamel and gilt and 
made a pleasing display. Dull gold candle- 
sticks and writing sets were brightened 
with polished gold. Perforated gilt baskets 
had the centers of silver in high chased 
design. The chasing on all articles was in 
bold relief. 

The Dresden Green Vaults yielded up 
their wealth of treasure in the exhibit of 
S. Garten & Co., of Blasewitz. Two 16-inch 
round trays portrayed historical events in 
repoussé and chased work. Huge carved 
ivory mugs and nautilus shells upheld by 
male and female forms were shown. A 
very attractive exhibit was that of Glaser 
Bros., of Hanau, who showed silverware of 
smaller kinds in great variety. 

All these firms were represented at the 
Fair by Richard Horstmann, the German 
exporter.

A New Development in the Ahrenfeldt 
vs. Jaccard Suit. 

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 10. — Charles 
Ahrenfeldt & Son, New York, have filed a 
motion for a new trial of their suit against 
the Jaccard Watch & Jewelry Co., a de- 
cision in which was rendered a few days 
ago, as reported in last week’s CircuLar. 





Max O. Doering, manager of the New 
York store of Charles Ahrenfeldt & Son, 
stated to a CircuLar reporter that their at- 
torneys had not yet decided on an appeal, 
‘but if the verdict of that jury stands,” he 
said, ‘‘ there is no justice in the courts. The 





facts of the case are these: In the Spring 
of 1892 we received through one of our sales- 
men an import orcer from the Jaccard Co. 
for $2,000 worth of goods, which we shipped. 
We then received a letter from the Jaccard 
Co. saying we had shipped too many goods, 
as they had ordered but $1,300. We there- 
upon wrote to our salesman, who admitted 
he had ‘ padded’ the order, so we asked him 
to arrange with the Jaccard Co. to keep the 
extra goods. The arrangement which he 
then made with them was that they should 
keep the extra goods on consignment, and 
we wrote them on Nov. 26 agreeing to this 
and asking them to return all goods not 
sold by Jan. 1st, 1893. On Jan. 13th the 
goods were destroyed by fire, and we 
brought suit to recover their value, about 
700.”

The Gold Dust Swindle Played Upon a 
Waste Dealer. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Nov. 11.—An import- 
ant arrest was made here to-day in connec- 
tion with a recent gold dust swindle. 
George B. Brooks is a waste dealer here, 
and Abraham Shapiro is engaged in the 
jewelry trade. These two men were friends 
of long standing and Brooks had great con- 
fidence in Shapiro. 

The latter had a friend in New York by 
the name of A. larmulov. Shapiro told 
Brooks that he could make a fortune very 
easily by getting into Iarmulov’s line of 
trade and purchasing some gold dust. The 
New Yorker came on here and the three 
men went to New York and saw the alleged 
gold dust at 79 Third St. The gold dust 
was sampled and an analysis made and it 
was found to be all right by Brooks. On 
another occasion another sample was taken 
by Brooks and also found to be gold. 

Then Brooks went ahead upon the advice 
of his friend Shapiro to consummate the 
trade, and he went to New York again and 
received the package of dust said to be worth 
$8,000 for which he paid Iarmulov $1,100 in 
cash and then turned over a gold watch 


valued at $100, and in addition gave two | 


notes payable to bearer, one for $3,000 and 
another for $200. These notes were later 
negotiated. The box contained brass fil- 
lings. 

Shapiro has been captured and being ar- 
raigned here to-night tas been held in 
$6,000 for larceny.

A. Huckin, Merrimac, Mass., about 3 o’clock 
Monday morning, and set fire to the build- 
ing. Mr. Huckin’s loss is about $2,000.

WINDOW 





HE competitive design offered by the 
New England Jewelry Co., Burling- 
ton, Vt., combines the artistic sense of the 
window dresser with the ingenuity of the 
watchinaker, for it was conceived and put 
into reality by H. F. Auerbach, manager, 
and M. Rees, watchmaker. The window 
1s attracting considerable attention from the 
public. 

The wheel representing the Ferris Wheel 
of the Midway Plaisance, Chicago, is 38 
inches in diameter; the stand upon which 
the axis rests is 27 inches high; the spokes are 
i inch square and 18 inches long. Two 
strands of copper wire twisted over the ends 
of the spokes take the place of tires. The 





hubs are 7 inches in diameter and the spokes 
are tacked on the inside of it. The axis is 
a piece of curtain rod and is 10 inches long. 
Sixteen pieces of wood \%x¥ inch and 7 
inches long are held between the wheels by

the motive power, and it takes nearly three 
minutes for the wheel to revolve. The axle 
runs out on one side of the wheel, and a 134 
inch stock wheel is attached to the projec- 
tion. 
that both mainspring wheels connect with 
the small wheel on the axle. It requires 
both to run the wheel when 
loaded; the speed is regulated by the fans.

The bottom of the window is covered with 
sand, and cards of jewelry are laid to re- 
semble paths. Altogether the window is 
very attractive and reflects much credit on 
its ingenious devisors. Revolving devices 
are particularly adapted to the effective dis- 
play of jewelry.

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Gold and Silver Plating With- 
out Current. 





HE following lines are for the purpose 
of imparting information on the sub- 
ject of gold and silver plating by processes 
at once cheap, simple and fairly certain, as 
they have shown themselves to be in prac- 
tice. According to the Edelmetal Indus- 
trie, one receipt is as follows: Prepare first 
a solution of gold in agua regia (two parts 
hydrochloric acid, and one part nitric acid). 
The dissolving of the gold is best performed 
in a porcelain dish, over a sand or water 
bath whereby strongly acid, brown vapors 
of hyponitric acid develop. When every- 
thing is dissolved, permit the acid to evapor- 
ate, until the fluid has turned strongly 
brown and acid vapors arise no longer; when 
the fluid is cold, dilute with water and store 
in a bottle. 

In a bath next dissolve 2 grams (185 
grains) caustic potash and 20 grams (308 
grains) phosphate of soda, and add enough 
of the gold solution that about 4 grams (62 
grains) gold are used. To this bath consist- 
ing of about 8 or 10 liters (8% to 10% quarts) 
fluid are by continued stirring added 50 
grams (771 grains or 1% ounces) cyanide 
of potash and the bath heated toa boil. 
After the bath has cooled to 70°-80° C. (158° 
to 176°) F., the article to be gilt may be 
hung in, having a care to preserve this tem- 
perature. 

In silver plating, especidlly with articles in

which copper and its alloys predominate, a 
similar method is observed. 
is dissolved in nitric acid over the sand or 
water bath, and bya careful addition of 
either hydrochloric acid or table salt 
changed into chloride of silver. This ad- 
dition is continued as long as a deposit 
takes place, after the solution has been di- 
ligently stirred and then left to stand. The 
mixture is then set aside, the liquor above 
the white, cheesy precipitate is poured off, 
and the latter sweetened by copious rinsing 
with water as long as the escaping water 
reddens blue litmus paper. The sweetened 
precipitate (chloride of silver) is best kept in 
a black glass bottle with a wide neck. 

The following two baths are next prepared 
in glazed pots: 1. Cyanide bath, consist- 
ing of about ro liters water, 20 grams chlor- 
ide of silver, and 60 grams (926 grains) 
cyanide of potassium, which mixture is per- 
mitted to boil up; 2. Salt darth, of 10 liters 
of water, 5 kilograms (11 lbs.) table salt, 
5 kilograms white tartar, and 167 grams 
(2,577 grains) chloride of silver. 

The latter mixture is boiled for one hour, 
while constantly stirring, and after cooling 
poured into a third pot, in which it may be 
kept. The article to be silvered, after hav- 
ing been treated with diluted sulphuric 
acid, for thoroughly cleansing it, is well 
pickled in nitric acid and then pickled clear 
in a mixture of sulphuric and nitric acids, a 
little hydrochloric acid to which a trace of 
lampblack was added, and well rinsed ; it ‘s 


The silver also 
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next thrown into clear water to which a lit- 
tle white tartar is added, in which it is kept 
until wanted for silver plating. The water 
must not be warm, nor must the article be 
kept in it too long, else it would become 
dim and no clean plating can be produced. 

The article prepared in this manner is 
first entered into the cyanide bath, in which, 
being shaken, it becomes coated with a film 
of silver. It isthen well rinsed, and entered 
into a diluted solution of the salt bath, in 
which it remains until it has assumed a 
grey-white or yellowish white color; it is 
then rinsed again, and returned into the 
cyanide bath, rinsed, and thrown into clean 
water, or dried in sawdust. Each rinsing 
must be performed in different and always 
the same vessels. The two baths may also 
be preserved and only require an occasional 
betterment of cyanide of potassium (when the 
article, when entered, becomes black, which 
gradually changes into white) or chloride 
of silver (when they assume a yellowish 
white color). When the salt bath solution 
become weak, a quantity of salt must be 
added with a wooden spoon. The cyanide | 
bath must be shaken every day. 

During the precedure of silver plating, 
the temperature of the cyanide bath must 
range from 176° to 194° F., that of the salt 
bath over 212° F.; the cyanide bath must at 
each new addition of cyanide of potassium 
or chloride of silver be boiled up only once, 
before it is used. The silver plating 
obtained with these baths is pure white.
